is in Arkansas. He said that prop- 
erty assessments had increased 
somewhat in Arkansas but it was 
apparent the ad valorem tax could 
not hope to carry a modern school 
program and it was therefore nec- 
essary to advocate increasing the 
stale sales tax to 3% at this time. 


I was chosen to make the major 


rebuttal for opponents of the sales 
tax increase. I reminded the aud- 
ience that 20 years ago this very 
month I testified in the same room 
in behalf of the Hall 2% state sales 
tax to help the public schools—and 
therefore I had a preeminent right 
to examine the history of what has 
happened in Arkansas in the 20 
years since that measure became 
law in March 1935. 


It was stipulated, 20 years ago, 


that the 2% tax would be tempor- 
ary, that 70% of its revenue would 
go to education, and that an effort 
.would be 
made to 
reform 
the 
'state's property assessment laws 
so property would bear its fair 
share of the cost o£ government. 


Twenty years later, I reported, 


the tax is permanent, less than 50% 
of it is now going to the public 
schools—and the adjusted total of 
property assessments in Arkansas 
is1 less than half of what it was 
back in 1929 before enactment of a 
sales .tax. 


I criticized so-called friends of 


.he public schools for shirking the 


of assessing taxes against prop- 


erty, which is wealth, in favor of 
the easier road of jacking up the 
tax burden on the food and cloth' 
ing which propertyless people have 
to buy in order to exist. 


And I ridiculed the assessment 


totals which Mr. Patterson and the 
Gazette have been falsely repre- 
senting to the state as "not such a 
bad job." The fact is, I told Ihe 
audience, that the 1953 dollar totals 
xjn assessments have to be reckon 
*ied in terms of 40c-dollars comput- 
ed wilh 1929's lOOc-dollars. Roos- 
evelt officially cut,the dollar to GOc 
jn^hc 1930's, and inflation has fur- 
ther reduced it to 40c. My own

I was chosen to make the major

I reminded the aud- 
ience that 20 years ago this very 
month I testified in the same room 
in behalf of the Hall 2% state sales 
tax to help the public schools—and 
therefore I had a preeminent right 
to examine the history of what has 
happened in Arkansas in the 20 
years since that measure became 
law in March 1935. 


It was stipulated, 20 years ago, 


that the 2% tax would be tempor- 
ary, that 70% of its revenue would 
go to education, and that an effort 
.would be 
made to 
reform 
the 
'state's property assessment laws 
so property would bear its fair 
share of the cost o£ government. 


Twenty years later, I reported, 


the tax is permanent, less than 50% 
of it is now going to the public 
schools—and the adjusted total of 
property assessments in Arkansas 
is1 less than half of what it was 
back in 1929 before enactment of a 
sales .tax. 


I criticized so-called friends of 


.he public schools for shirking the 


of assessing taxes against prop- 


erty, which is wealth, in favor of 
the easier road of jacking up the 
tax burden on the food and cloth' 
ing which propertyless people have 
to buy in order to exist. 


And I ridiculed the assessment 


totals which Mr. Patterson and the 
Gazette have been falsely repre- 
senting to the state as "not such a 
bad job." The fact is, I told Ihe 
audience, that the 1953 dollar totals 
XJH assessments have to be reckon 
*ied in terms of 40c-dollars comput- 
ed wilh 1929's lOOc-dollars. Roos- 
evelt officially cut,the dollar to GOc 
jn^hc 1930's, and inflation has fur- 
ther reduced it to 40c. My own 
county of Hempstead, I said, had 
$8,132,592 in assessments in 1929, 
and $9,995,705 in 1953—but when 
this latter figure is properly ad- 
justed it shrinks to less than $4,- 
000,000, only half of the 1929 total.

I reminded the aud- 
ience that 20 years ago this very 
month I testified in the same room 
in behalf of the Hall 2% state sales 
tax to help the public schools—and 
therefore I had a preeminent right 
to examine the history of what has 
happened in Arkansas in the 20 
years since that measure became 
law in March 1935. 


It was stipulated, 20 years ago, 


that the 2% tax would be tempor- 
ary, that 70% of its revenue would 
go to education, and that an effort 
.would be 
made to 
reform 
the 
'state's property assessment laws 
so property would bear its fair 
share of the cost o£ government. 


Twenty years later, I reported, 


the tax is permanent, less than 50% 
of it is now going to the public 
schools—and the adjusted total of 
property assessments in Arkansas 
is1 less than half of what it was 
back in 1929 before enactment of a 
sales .tax. 


I criticized so-called friends of 


.he public schools for shirking the 


of assessing taxes against prop- 


erty, which is wealth, in favor of 
the easier road of jacking up the 
tax burden on the food and cloth' 
ing which propertyless people have 
to buy in order to exist. 


And I ridiculed the assessment 


totals which Mr. Patterson and the 
Gazette have been falsely repre- 
senting to the state as "not such a 
bad job." The fact is, I told Ihe 
audience, that the 1953 dollar totals 
XJH assessments have to be reckon 
*ied in terms of 40c-dollars comput- 
ed wilh 1929's lOOc-dollars. Roos- 
evelt officially cut,the dollar to GOc 
jn^hc 1930's, and inflation has fur- 
ther reduced it to 40c. My own 
county of Hempstead, I said, had 
$8,132,592 in assessments in 1929, 
and $9,995,705 in 1953—but when 
this latter figure is properly ad- 
justed it shrinks to less than $4,- 
000,000, only half of the 1929 total.

the tax is permanent, less than 50% 
of it is now going to the public 
schools—and the adjusted total of 
property assessments in Arkansas 
is1 less than half of what it was 
back in 1929 before enactment of a 
sales .tax. 


I criticized so-called friends of 


.he public schools for shirking the 


of assessing taxes against prop- 


erty, which is wealth, in favor of 
the easier road of jacking up the 
tax burden on the food and cloth' 
ing which propertyless people have 
to buy in order to exist. 


And I ridiculed the assessment 


totals which Mr. Patterson and the 
Gazette have been falsely repre- 
senting to the state as "not such a 
bad job." The fact is, I told Ihe 
audience, that the 1953 dollar totals 
XJH assessments have to be reckon 
*ied in terms of 40c-dollars comput- 
ed wilh 1929's lOOc-dollars. Roos- 
evelt officially cut,the dollar to GOc 
jn^hc 1930's, and inflation has fur- 
ther reduced it to 40c. My own 
county of Hempstead, I said, had 
$8,132,592 in assessments in 1929, 
and $9,995,705 in 1953—but when 
this latter figure is properly ad- 
justed it shrinks to less than $4,- 
000,000, only half of the 1929 total.

ary, that 70% of its revenue would 
go to education, and that an effort 
.would be 
made to 
reform 
the 
'state's property assessment laws 
so property would bear its fair 
share of the cost o£ government. 


Twenty years later, I reported, 


the tax is permanent, less than 50% 
of it is now going to the public 
schools—and the adjusted total of 
property assessments in Arkansas 
is1 less than half of what it was 
back in 1929 before enactment of a 
sales .tax. 


I criticized so-called friends of 


.he public schools for shirking the 


of assessing taxes against prop- 


erty, which is wealth, in favor of 
the easier road of jacking up the 
tax burden on the food and cloth' 
ing which propertyless people have 
to buy in order to exist. 


And I ridiculed the assessment 


totals which Mr. Patterson and the 
Gazette have been falsely repre- 
senting to the state as "not such a 
bad job." The fact is, I told Ihe 
audience, that the 1953 dollar totals 
XJH assessments have to be reckon 
*ied in terms of 40c-dollars comput- 
ed wilh 1929's lOOc-dollars. Roos- 
evelt officially cut,the dollar to GOc 
jn^hc 1930's, and inflation has fur- 
ther reduced it to 40c. My own 
county of Hempstead, I said, had 
$8,132,592 in assessments in 1929, 
and $9,995,705 in 1953—but when 
this latter figure is properly ad- 
justed it shrinks to less than $4,- 
000,000, only half of the 1929 total.

only as he grew 


older. After he became President 
he shook hands with no one, ac- 
knowledging introductions with a 
formal bow. He attended no par 
tice beside his own home because 
he felt the head of a nation should 
r-ever be a guest, indebted even 
for hospitality. 


If this seems to us bending over 


backward, we must remember the 
intrigues Washington had survived 
and his desire to avoid showing 
the least sign of pnitiality. But in 
spite of this, he suffered so from 
the attack rf vilification launchec 
against him during 
his seconc 


term he refused to tun again, de- 
clining to remain longer the tar 
get of a mobe he never panderec 
to. 


He died' as bravely as he hac 


lived, -saying serenelysj 


"I die hard, but I air. not afvaid 


to go. I feel myself going. I thank 
you for your attentions; but I pray 
you to take no more trouble about 
me. Let me go off quietly. I can- 
rot last long. 


Then he calmly gave instructions 


for his burial — and died.' 


Of him, Abraham Lincoln said 
later: 


"To add brightness to the sun or

The evidence is that Washington 


tecame colder 
only as he grew 


older. After he became President 
he shook hands with no one, ac- 
knowledging introductions with a 
formal bow. He attended no par 
tice beside his own home because 
he felt the head of a nation should 
r-ever be a guest, indebted even 
for hospitality. 


If this seems to us bending over 


backward, we must remember the 
intrigues Washington had survived 
and his desire to avoid showing 
the least sign of pnitiality. But in 
spite of this, he suffered so from 
the attack rf vilification launchec 
against him during 
his seconc 


term he refused to tun again, de- 
clining to remain longer the tar 
get of a mobe he never panderec 
to. 


He died' as bravely as he hac 


lived, -saying serenelysj 


"I die hard, but I air. not afvaid 


to go. I feel myself going. I thank 
you for your attentions; but I pray 
you to take no more trouble about 
me. Let me go off quietly. I can- 
rot last long. 


Then he calmly gave instructions 


for his burial — and died.' 


Of him, Abraham Lincoln said 
later: 


"To add brightness to the sun or 


glory to the name of Washington 
is alike impossible. Let none at- 
tempt it. In solemn awe pronouncs 
the name, and in its naked death- 
less splendor leave it shining on.'

The evidence is that Washington 


tecame colder 
only as he grew 


older. After he became President 
he shook hands with no one, ac- 
knowledging introductions with a 
formal bow. He attended no par 
tice beside his own home because 
he felt the head of a nation should 
r-ever be a guest, indebted even 
for hospitality. 


If this seems to us bending over 


backward, we must remember the 
intrigues Washington had survived 
and his desire to avoid showing 
the least sign of pnitiality. But in 
spite of this, he suffered so from 
the attack rf vilification launchec 
against him during 
his seconc 


term he refused to tun again, de- 
clining to remain longer the tar 
get of a mobe he never panderec 
to. 


He died' as bravely as he hac 


lived, -saying serenelysj 


"I die hard, but I air. not afvaid 


to go. I feel myself going. I thank 
you for your attentions; but I pray 
you to take no more trouble about 
me. Let me go off quietly. I can- 
rot last long. 


Then he calmly gave instructions 


for his burial — and died.' 


Of him, Abraham Lincoln said 
later: 


"To add brightness to the sun or 


glory to the name of Washington 
is alike impossible. Let none at- 
tempt it. In solemn awe pronouncs 
the name, and in its naked death- 
less splendor leave it shining on.'

The evidence is that Washington 


tecame colder 
only as he grew 


older. After he became President 
he shook hands with no one, ac- 
knowledging introductions with a 
formal bow. He attended no par 
tice beside his own home because 
he felt the head of a nation should 
r-ever be a guest, indebted even 
for hospitality. 


If this seems to us bending over 


backward, we must remember the 
intrigues Washington had survived 
and his desire to avoid showing 
the least sign of pnitiality. But in 
spite of this, he suffered so from 
the attack rf vilification launchec 
against him during 
his seconc 


term he refused to tun again, de- 
clining to remain longer the tar 
get of a mobe he never panderec 
to. 


He died' as bravely as he hac 


lived, -saying serenelysj 


"I die hard, but I air. not afvaid 


to go. I feel myself going. I thank 
you for your attentions; but I pray 
you to take no more trouble about 
me. Let me go off quietly. I can- 
rot last long. 


Then he calmly gave instructions 


for his burial — and died.' 


Of him, Abraham Lincoln said 
later: 


"To add brightness to the sun or 


glory to the name of Washington 
is alike impossible. Let none at- 
tempt it. In solemn awe pronouncs 
the name, and in its naked death- 
less splendor leave it shining on.'

He attended no par 
tice beside his own home because 
he felt the head of a nation should 
r-ever be a guest, indebted even 
for hospitality. 


If this seems to us bending over 


backward, we must remember the 
intrigues Washington had survived 
and his desire to avoid showing 
the least sign of pnitiality. But in 
spite of this, he suffered so from 
the attack rf vilification launchec 
against him during 
his seconc 


term he refused to tun again, de- 
clining to remain longer the tar 
get of a mobe he never panderec 
to. 


He died' as bravely as he hac 


lived, -saying serenelysj 


"I die hard, but I air. not afvaid 


to go. I feel myself going. I thank 
you for your attentions; but I pray 
you to take no more trouble about 
me. Let me go off quietly. I can- 
rot last long. 


Then he calmly gave instructions 


for his burial — and died.'

The evidence is that Washington 


tecame colder 
only as he grew 


older. After he became President 
he shook hands with no one, ac- 
knowledging introductions with a 
formal bow. He attended no par 
tice beside his own home because 
he felt the head of a nation should 
r-ever be a guest, indebted even 
for hospitality. 


If this seems to us bending over 


backward, we must remember the 
intrigues Washington had survived 
and his desire to avoid showing 
the least sign of pnitiality. But in 
spite of this, he suffered so from 
the attack rf vilification launchec 
against him during 
his seconc 


term he refused to tun again, de- 
clining to remain longer the tar 
get of a mobe he never panderec 
to. 


He died' as bravely as he hac 


lived, -saying serenelysj 


"I die hard, but I air. not afvaid 


to go. I feel myself going. I thank 
you for your attentions; but I pray 
you to take no more trouble about 
me. Let me go off quietly. I can- 
rot last long. 


Then he calmly gave instructions 


for his burial — and died.' 


Of him, Abraham Lincoln said 
later: 


"To add brightness to the sun or 


glory to the name of Washington 
is alike impossible. Let none at- 
tempt it. In solemn awe pronouncs 
the name, and in its naked death- 
less splendor leave it shining on.'
